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TRADERS SEEK 
PARKING HELP 


Chamber prepares to enlist charges support from allies

AXMINSTER Chamber of Commerce will seek 
active support for its parking campaign from its east 
Devon counterparts. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) car park charges 
have been a pet hate of Axminster traders for some time. 

The issue has featured regularly on the chamber agenda, 
and a decision to seek a wider audience and support has 
been taken. 

The chamber met for a monthly meeting on Tuesday, 
February 8th — and members decided to seek the support 
of other chambers in east Devon. 

As a first step, the Axminster chamber will approach the 


Association of East Devon Chambers of Commerce. 

The aim is to get the parking on the agenda of a meeting 

- or to convene a meeting especially for the parking matter 

- with a view to make a joint representation to EDDC. 
Apart from charges, the Axminster traders are also 

concerned about maintenance and safety of the car parks 
in winter. 

Axminster Chamber of Commerce treasurer Ian 
McMurtry said: “We can discuss it until we are blue in the 
face. 

“Unless we do it together, they [EDDC] won’t listen.” 

As an example of their grievance, Axminster chamber 
members pointed out that it is possible to park all day 
(8am-6pm) for £1 in nearby Lyme Regis’ Holmbush 
facility, which belongs to West Dorset District Council. 


In Axminster, on the other hand, £1 will only buy 
motorists one hour’s worth of parking - with the exception 
of the Coombe Lane car park, where the rate is 50p per 
hour. 

Axminster trader and chamber member Chris Painton 
said EDDC’s car park charges are dissuading people from 
coming to towns, leading them to internet shopping 
instead. 

When asked what he hoped to achieve for Axminster 
with the campaign, Axminster Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Shane Morgan replied: “A fairer system across 
car parks so visitors and local shoppers can enjoy staying 
in our town at a similar tariff to Lyme Regis. 

“At the charges they [EDDC] set, visitors and locals 
choose other towns for their shopping.”

Local soldier responsible 
for Afghanistan projects

A YOUNG Axminster man is 
responsible for a number of 
building projects during his 
second tour of duty in 
Afghanistan. 

Combat Engineer Sapper 
Lyndon Chatting-Waiters is 
deployed in Helmand province as 
part of 23 Engineer Regiment 
(Air Assault), Corps of Royal 
Engineers. 

The 20-year-old former Axe 
Valley Community College 
student is responsible for 
building projects such as the 
construction of defensive 
positions, building bridges and 
the fortification of compounds, 
often whilst under enemy fire. 


Despite the obvious danger, 
Sapper Chatting-Waiters enjoys 
his job. 

He explained: “I enjoy my job 
because I get to travel, get paid 
well, and get to work with a great 
bunch of blokes. 

“But I’m also very proud of the 
difference we are making. 

“It’s really rewarding to know 
that you’re part of a team which 
is making things better here and 
making a difference, not only for 
this country but for the UK as 
well. 

“Since the last time I was here 
in Afghanistan in 2008 a lot has 
changed. There are fewer 
improvised explosive devices 
than last time and the locals are 
more friendly — as if they 
understand why we’re here and 
what we’re doing a lot better now. 


“It’s also colder than my last 
tour which was in the summer.” 

He joined the Army in 2006 and 
is also involved in crucial 
construction projects, including a 
road building project which is 
giving troops the freedom of 
movement they need to protect 
local co mm unities and fight the 
Taleban. 

An Army spokesperson said: 
“Once completed, the road will 
help to kick-start the economy in 
Helmand province which in turn 
will encourage local people to 
reject the Taleban. 

“British troops are in 
Afghanistan to drive out the 
insurgency and to improve 
security for the local population, 
while at the same time training up 
their Afghan counterparts who 
are increasingly taking over 


responsibility for maintaining 
security in their own country. 

“The ultimate aim is to ensure 
that Afghanistan can never again 
become a safe haven for 
international terrorists who 
threaten the UK and the western 
world.” 

Sapper Chatting-Walters’ 
mother Sharon, brother Glennon 
and girlfriend, 18-year-old Nicole 
Anderson, all live in Ax mi nster. 

Amongst the highlights of 
Sapper Chatting-Walters’ career 
is completing P Company, the 
Army selection course for 
airborne forces. 

In his spare time, he enjoys 
rugby, cricket, sailing and 
snowboarding, and plays for 
Sidmouth Rugby Club and Devon 
County Cricket Club. 


New year, new

Store’s road 
closure dates 

TESCO has confirmed the dates 
of road closures in Seaton. 

As previously reported in this 
newspaper, the supermarket giant 
will need to close Harbour Road and 
Riverside Way during the 
construction and dismantling of a 
pipeline that will bring infill material 
from the seabed to the Tesco site. 

Riverside Way will be closed on 
Tuesday, February 22nd, and 
Harbour Road will be closed on 
Thursday, February 24th. 

The pipeline will be dismantled in 
April and Harbour Road will be 
closed on Wednesday, April 13th. 
Riverside Way will be closed on 
Friday, April 15th.

VILLAGERS CALL

RESIDENTS in Axmouth took to 
the streets on Tuesday last to 
protest against Heavy Goods 
Vehicles (HGV) passing through 
the village. 

According to the protestors, three 
44-ton vehicles were allegedly making 
their way to the Tesco site in Seaton in 
the early hours of Monday morning 
(February 7th) — the protestors now 
want a weight restriction banning 
vehicles weighing over 7.5 tons from 
passing through the village. 

As previously reported in Pulman’s 
View, Tesco has been given permission 
to build a supermarket on the 
regeneration site in Seaton. The site 
will have to be raised and infill 
material is being transferred in — via 
a pipeline — from the seabed. 

However, one of the conditions 
imposed upon the supermarket giant is 
that any traffic associated with the 
construction of the pipeline and the 
supermarket should not pass through 
Axmouth. 

Dozens of people gathered during 
the protest at Coronation Corner, 
opposite the Axe estuary, to vent their 
anger. 

Morag Steven, whose property has 
been damaged by lorries passing 
through A xm outh in the past, said: 
“The first lorry came through the 
village at 4.10am then another one 
passed through at 4.35am and again at 
5.30am.

“I spoke to one of the lorry drivers 
and he said he had been told to go 
through Axmouth. Apparently the site 
manager had told him to go this way 
(through Axmouth). We have 17 listed 
buildings in the village. It is really 
annoying.” 

Carol Rapley, chair of Axmouth 
Parish Council, said: “There is a lot of 
strength of feeling about this in 
Axmouth. We have tried all means to 
stop this from happening. None of the 
routes into Seaton are really suitable 
for heavy vehicles. 

“The problem with this is that it 
contravenes planning conditions 
imposed upon Tesco. Everyone 
objected to the lorries coming through 
Axmouth yet it still happens.” 

Alison Hill, who has three young 
children, said she was concerned 
about road safety and added: “It is 
appalling. Planning conditions have 
been violated and someone needs to 
be held accountable. 

“If lorries continue to pass through 


Axmouth it will be very unsafe for 
children crossing the road.” 

The protestors marched from 
Coronation Corner to the village 
gateway and back. Several cars were 
backed up through the centre of the 
village. A highway maintenance van 
and two HGVs also came across the 
protest. 

Jon Underwood, Axmouth resident 
and Liberal Democrat parliamentary 
spokesman, said: “We don’t know if 
this is a cock-up or a conspiracy. We 
don’t care whose fault this is — we 
just want it stopped.” 

Ian Thomas, district councillor for 
the village, said: “This is an unusual 
and disappointing story which should 
never be happening. Axmouth is a 
small ancient village. It has been 
under threat from heavy goods traffic 
associated with the regeneration of 
Seaton, including a new Tesco store, 
since East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) approved the application for 
the Tesco store in September 2009, 


two months before I was elected.” 

Parish councillors in Colyton have 
also spoken out against HGVs being 
routed away from Axmouth and 
through Colyford (see Pulman ’s View 
from Colyton or visit www.colyton- 
today.co.uk). 

A spokesman for EDDC said: 
“EDDC remains committed to the 
protection of properties in Axmouth. 

“Members of EDDC’s development 
management committee learned of 
the latest situation on Tuesday 
afternoon and agreed that urgent steps 


must be taken to assess the situation 
and find a solution. They called for a 
fact-finding meeting to be held as 
soon as possible with all relevant 
parties, including the police, county 
council and Tesco. 

“This meeting took place on Friday, 
February 11th and a detailed 
assessment of the information is 
currently being worked through. A 
new statement will be issued as soon 
as all parties have agreed how to 
proceed.” 

Juliette Bishop, Tesco corporate 


affairs manager, added: “Over the last 
few days we have started bringing 
equipment to the regeneration site in 
Seaton. 

“For each HGV bringing the 
equipment we are required to request 
an instructed route plan from Devon 
County Highways. 

“We are aware that some of these 
instructed route plans have routed 
HGV vehicles through Axmouth and 
we are currently working with Devon 
County Council and EDDC so that a 
solution can be found.” 


Single car in 
hedge crash 

A ONE-CAR crash took place 
near Myrtle Cottage, Musbury, 
on Wednesday, February 9th. 

The incident was reported just 
before 10pm and a fire crew from 
Colyton attended the scene. 

A woman was free and clear of the 
crash as the fire crew arrived and the 
casualty was being attended to by the 
ambulance service. 

Police said the female driver, from 
the Sidmouth area, suffered slight 
cuts when her car collided with a 
hedge on the A358 at about 9.50pm 
— but did not require hospital 
treatment. 

The Colyton fire crew made the 
vehicle safe.

Street-Willhayes Park area of 
Axminster was vandalised in the 
early hours of Sunday, February 
6th.

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EDDC gives in 
to pressure over 
minutes access 


INFORMATION DISPUTE SETTLED

A LOCAL authority has backed 
down in a dispute over access to 
meeting minutes. 

Pressure group Communities 
Before Developers (CBD) submitted 
a request to East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) under The Freedom 
of Information Act, asking for access 
to EDDC Local Development 
Framework (LDF) Panel meeting 
minutes. 

The request was denied but CBD 
complained to EDDC chief executive 
Mark Williams in January. 

The complaint has been resolved 
and in an e-mail to CBD’s Claire 
Wright, dated February 9th, EDDC 
deputy chief executive and 
monitoring officer Denise Lyon 
explained that LDF Panel meetings 
are held in private to encourage the 
free and frank exchange of views of 
members. 

But the e-mail also announced a 


change of heart, stating: “Although 
the recommendations from this panel 
are reported to Development 
Management Committee and made 
public in this way, we now feel that 
this is not sufficient in terms of 
keeping the public informed and that 
the background to these discussions, 
and matters leading to 
recommendations should also be in 
the public domain. 

“As from February, all LDF panel 
meeting minutes will be published 
online, when approved, and all 
previous minutes will be published 
online by the end of the month, 
allowing time for redactions to be 
made where necessary, and for all 
parties to be informed that this 
information will now be made 
public.” 

The need for redactions was 
explained in another passage of the e- 
mail, stating: “The development of 
land in the district is of interest to a 
great many people and, having 
studied the minutes of these meetings 


(between 2008 and the present day), 
we do feel that the content of these 
discussions should be in the public 
domain, albeit there are certain parts 
of some of the minutes that will 
remain confidential, for reasons of 
protecting the commercial 
confidentiality of organisations who 
have presented information to the 
panel on occasion.” 

Claire Wright commented: “It is 
vital that these minutes are made 
public because advice provided by 
this group has led to almost 1,000 
homes (in Axminster and at 
Westclyst) being given planning 
permission prematurely, using the 
draft LDF document.” 

But an EDDC spokesperson took 
issue with the premature granting 
claim, saying:“We strongly dispute 
this. We have stated on a number of 
occasions that the emerging LDF 
Core Strategy was not the deciding 
factor in either of these cases and we 
can only speculate as to why CBD 
seem intent on prolonging this myth.” 


Missing 11-year-old 
found by Coastguard 


AN 11-year-old Honiton boy 
was rescued by Coastguards 
after having spent the night on 
a beach in only a football top 
and trousers. 

It appears the boy was left behind 
by friends when he couldn’t keep up 
on a walk from Seaton to Sidmouth. 

A group of three youths — a 16- 
year-old, a 10-year-old and the 11- 
year-old — embarked on the walk 
on Saturday, February 12th. 

The boy was reported as missing 
that evening, and it was established 
that he had last been seen at about 
5pm. 

It is understood that the 11-year- 
old suffered a leg injury and 
couldn’t keep up with the other two. 

Terry Hoare, Beer Costguard 
station officer, said: “The other two 
lads did not wait for him and went 
home, and he was reported missing 
on Saturday evening. 

“Devon and Cornwall Police had 
been searching around the Honiton 
area all night. 

“It was not until further 


information came to light at around 
10.30am on Sunday morning that 
the search moved to the coastal area 
between Branscombe and 
Sidmouth. 

“Beer and Sidmouth Coastguards 
along with the Coastguard 
helicopter were requested to search 
for the missing 11-year-old, who 
was known to be wearing only a 
football shirt and trousers, but no 
coat. 

“The torrential rain, gale force 
southwesterly winds and tides over 
night and into Sunday would have 
made it impossible for the lad to 
find any shelter, and there were 
grave concerns for his wellbeing.” 

An hour into the search, the 
Coastguard helicopter located the 
boy near Weston Mouth. 

He was said to be very cold, very 
wet but seemingly otherwise OK. 

The boy was checked over by the 
paramedic onboard before landing 
at Sidmouth. 

He was then taken into the 
Sidmouth Lifeboat Station to warm 


up while waiting for the ambulance 
to transfer him into the Royal 
Devon and Exeter Hospital. 

Mr Hoare added: “The conditions 
on scene were driving rain low, 
cloud with the rough sea up against 
the cliffs. 

“This was a happy ending that 
could so easily have been a tragic 
one. 

“When planning a walk of this 
nature it is essential that you know 
the tide times, you have the correct 
equipment — clothing, food and 
water.” 

He also said it is important to let 
somebody else has a phone number 
for the walkers, knows the expected 
finish time and is informed when 
the walk is concluded. 

Mr Hoare concluded: “The age 
group of this party was very young. 

“A walk of this distance and the 
terrain involved make it very 
difficult for a 10 and 11-year-old, 

“This young lad was extremely 
lucky.” 


Step closer for community centre 


PLANS for a community centre 
in Honiton look to have taken a 
step closer to becoming a reality 
following a meeting of the East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) 
executive board. 

The meeting was held on 
Wednesday, February 9th, and 
district councillors recommended 
that the Dowell Street car park be 
made available for the proposed 


community centre. 

Members of the public and press 
were excluded from the meeting. 
However, the minutes show that 
district councillors were in favour of 
the community centre being sited in 
Dowell Street. 

The minutes of the meeting state: 
“As a result of preliminary 
investigations, the Dowell Street site 
could be used as a viable alternative. 
The site would have capacity to 


include servicing arrangements and 
car parking.” 

The minutes also state that the site 
would be made available to the town 
council on a long lease at less than 
best value. 

Honiton Town Council was set to 
discuss the issue during a town 
council meeting held as this 
newspaper went to press on Monday 
night.

AN Ottery man had a great time 
when sharing a stage with TV 
and radio presenter Vernon Kay 
in front of a 3,000-strong crowd 
in London.

“He puts in many hours to the game 
he loves, he struggles through 
adversity, but you will never see 
anything but a smile on his face as he 
continues to develop and improve the 
game in the south west of England.” 

The nomination was made by Ian’s 
friend Lydon Ward-Best, who went to 
the bash with Ian and his brother, 
Andrew Chown.

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Put documents 
in public view 


THE General Synod of the 
Church of England has just held 
its first meeting of the year. 

One of the more interesting topics 
debated were proposals to make the 
marriage and baptism services more 
‘user friendly’ in order to reverse the 
trend of falling numbers for both 
these church services. 

How appropriate that this 
happened within days of the annual 
remembrance of Saint Valentine, 
traditionally a celebration for lovers, 
although its origin stems from two 
separate people named Valentine, a 
bishop and a priest, both of whom 
were martyred for their faith around 
the year 273. 

Another topic considered by the 
General Synod was a report called 
Challenges for the new 
Quinquennium which highlights 
some of the problems facing the 
Church of England and the nation, 
and seeks to prevent faith being seen 
as a “social problem.” 

The report expresses concern that 
Christians face hostility at work and 
have been punished for sharing their 
beliefs such as wearing crosses. 

It urges local congregations, both 
clergy and lay, to be more vocal in 
countering the criticisms. 

There is exciting news from west 
Devon telling how churches in the 
Okehampton Deanery are facing up 
to just such concerns. 

Emphasis has been placed on local 
churches serving local people. To do 


this, despite shortages of clergy, 
services are held regularly in every 
church, some provided by locally 
trained Lay Worship Leaders 
(LWT). 

This has transformed worship in 
the 24 churches covered, where it 
has enabled people to worship, 
regularly, locally and well. 

A recent title which may be of 
help in churches from Grove Books, 
by former Archdeacon of Barnstaple 
Trevor Lloyd, is entitled Children 
at Communion - how to involve 
children in the Eucharist. 

Coming closer to home, Christians 
Together in Seaton and the 
surrounding district has announced 
a series of Lenten services at 
6.30pm on Sundays moving round 
the local churches led by a different 
minister each week, starting on 
March 17th at the United Reform 
Church led by the Revd Jeremy 
Trew. 

Before then, Seaton Parish is 
opening the Lreedom Cafe again on 
Saturday, Lebruary 19th followed by 
3-2-1 for Jesus. 

Exeter Diocese Companion of the 
Anglican Church of Cyprus and the 
Gulf has just met in Larnaca, 
Cypms, for its annual Synod, which 
was attended, on behalf of Exeter, 
by Bishop Bob of Crediton 
accompanied by the chairman of the 
Exeter Liaison Group. Local 
churches from Baghdad, Kuwait, the 
Gulf, Aden and Cyprus were 
present. 


EDITOR — I was pleased to read in 
a recent Pulman’s View edition that 
Tesco’s early design for the pipeline 
bridge in Seaton, which appears to be 
so unstable, “has been developed into 
a structurally acceptable design that 
meets relevant standards.” 

However, this new design has not 
been shown to the public. 

We examined this early design 
because it was the only one in the 
public domain. 

We are now keen to see how the 
early design has developed — not 
only to improve our understanding of 
this important structure, but also to 
confirm that it is fit for purpose. 

Newcomers to Seaton might 
wonder why ordinary residents find it 
necessary to investigate complex 
designs produced by a major 
company. 

The answer is that we have done it 
before, and found major errors which 
had been overlooked by all the public 
bodies involved. 

In 2006, before Tesco bought it, the 
Seaton Regeneration area was owned 
by Liatris Holdings Ltd who planned 
to raise the land for the same 
purposes. 

Its consultant engineers used 
outdated regulations for sea-level 


rise, thereby saving a great deal of 
money in reduced infill requirements. 

This it hid in the middle of 75 pages 
of arcane calculations hand-written 
in pencil. 

None of the public officials 
concerned bothered to wade through 
this almost illegible scribble, and the 
error would have gone undetected 
without the efforts of a retired 
Seatonian who taught himself enough 
of the jargon to detect the 
discrepancy and publicise it. 

This increased the infill 
requirement to the current level and 
enhanced the flood resilience of all 
subsequent schemes. 

It also taught us a lesson about the 
limited reliability of local authorities. 
They are not necessarily incompetent 
or deliberately negligent, but so many 
demands are made on their limited 
resources that they tend to assume 
that large companies do things 
properly and need not be checked so 
thoroughly. 

Unfortunately, there is plenty of 
evidence that this is not always the 
case. 

On June 30th 2005 a tunnel being 
constructed in Gerrards Cross to 
allow Tesco to build a supermarket 
collapsed, and construction of a new 


tunnel did not begin until January 
2009. 

Although no lives were lost, the 
railway line was closed the whole 
time and compensation by Tesco is 
believed to have cost at least £8.5m. 

We don’t want any of this to happen 
in our town. The current government 
wants local citizens to take more 
control of local affairs, albeit at no 
extra cost. 

Here is a chance to do so by making 
all design documents freely available. 
Seaton is a treasure-house of retired 
experts from all walks of life willing 
and able to safeguard the community. 

If local authorities share the 
information instead of hiding it, 
public safety could be enhanced 
without any increase in public 
spending. 

With job cuts in the air and local 
elections coming soon, this must be a 
win-win situation.

The savage truth was revealed in 
the January 19th edition of Shooting 
Times by the chairman of the Game 
Earners’ Association, Jonathan 
Crow. 

The cost of presenting a live 
pheasant to the guns, Crow calculated 
is £35. 

Whereas the value of the dead bird 
is just 25p. That is, the birds are 
essentially worthless once dead 
because there is no market for them. 

Their ‘value’ is to act as a live 
target for wealthy guns whose 
pleasure is derived from 
extinguishing life.

Interesting 
family talk 

AT the Royal British Legion 
Women’s Section (Axminster) 
meeting recently, guest speaker 
John Allen from Tatworth gave 
an entertaining talk about his 
family from Tintinhull, near 
Yeovil. 

The family has consisted of 
blacksmiths, farriers, wheelwrights 
and undertakers over a period of five 
generations. 

John inherited the old blacksmith’s 
forge which was piled to the rafters 
with tools, bygone gems and other 
artefacts. 

It took him two months to clear the 
old forge, dismantling it brick by 
brick and transferring it to Chard 
Museum, where it was reconstructed 
over a 12 month period. It can still be 
seen there today. 

Tintinhull, originally a Saxon 
settlement, also had Romans residing 
in the area. It still has a large number 
of listed buildings in the village but 
sadly, the original 10 farms have now 
been reduced to three. 

John’s grandfather fought at 
Gallipoli, halting the family business 
until the end of the Great War. Work 
eventually resumed until the start of 
World War II. 

Tom Allen, John’s father left school 
at 11 and undertook an 
apprenticeship to train as a 
wheelwright, eventually adding hay 
ladders, dog carts and other farming 
implements to his list. 

At 21 he was the youngest 
undertaker in the area. The country 
had over 6,000 wheelwrights in its 
heyday, which has dropped 
dramatically to 70. 

Fascinating slides and other 
memorabilia on display proved an 
inspiration to members to organise a 
trip to Chard Museum.

Big cats talk 
is a pleasure 

LAST week I had the singular pleasure of being 
invited to address a gathering of members of the 
Devon Association (DA), meeting in the pavilion, 
at the sports ground in Colyton. 

The subject of my discourse? Big cats in east Devon. 
But first, what of the Devon Association? Established in 
1862, the DA’s remit is to bring together people who 
have similar interests and who wish to participate in the 
numerous events and activities organised by the 
committee. If you have an interest in aspects of 
building, geology, entomology, history, literature, 
folklore and dialect, all with an association to 
Devonshire, then the group may well be for you. By 
bringing together amateurs and professionals in their 
various fields there is the opportunity to learn and 
understand more about particular interests through a 
programme of lectures, meetings and visits. 

So, on this particular afternoon I was privileged to 
speak to a full house of some 30 members of the DA on 
a subject which I find both baffling and intriguing. For 
the past 20 or so years I have been gathering notes, 
press-cuttings and personal letters relating to the I 
existence or otherwise of alien big cats in Britain. 

Do they really exist? Are they no more than the result I 
of a wave of mass hysteria or simply a case of mistaken 
identity? Could black panthers or pumas really be living 
and, apparently, breeding in this small green island? The 
idea is ridiculous ... or is it? 

The number of reported sightings of big cats runs, not 
into the hundreds, but the thousands. Again and again 
the descriptions seem to match. The animal is usually 
larger than a Labrador, jet black, with a small feline 
head and a long curved tail or, it is of similar build but 
assumes the sandy brown colouring of a North 
American puma or cougar. Now there is not the slightest 
doubt in my mind that a large percentage of the reports 
are simply cases of mistaken identity and, perhaps, 
wishful thinking. Black Labradors or other large dusky 
dogs, melanistic foxes, even muntjac, red foxes and roe 
may each, if seen for a brief split second, be mistaken 
for an animal which is now in the public consciousness. 

However, there have been so many sightings by 
experienced observers, some with a deep knowledge of 
the countryside and its wildlife that to aver, as some do, 
that these animals simply do not exist is, bluntly, crass. 

I know one well-known and regarded countryman and 
journalist who, because he has never seen a big cat in 
his part of Suffolk simply refuses to believe that they 
exist and all the claimants are either liars or fools. Well, 
that’s his opinion, but it is not one with which I can 
agree. Why, he asks, do we never come across big cat 
bodies? Why do hunts never disturb and even hunt cats 
if they exist? The answer, in my opinion, is that these 
animals are secretive, incredibly nervous and shy, so 
much so that at the first hint of human presence in their 
territory they will vanish into deep woodland and as for 
remains, I suspect, that any cat that dies a natural death 
will seek the most remote cover where its bones may 
remain unfound for years, or be scattered by scavengers. 

One puma has been trapped in Scotland in 1984 by a 
farmer, Ted Noble, at Cannich, Inverness-shire, several 
lynx have been shot and there are numerous I 
photographs of alleged big cats but there still remains to 
be seen some really convincing video footage. As a 
matter of interest I asked my audience if anyone there 
had seen a big cat. Two hands shot up. One gentleman 
had watched what was apparently a puma at Lambert’s 
Castle, while a lady told me that she saw, quite clearly 
from the top of a bus, a large black cat standing in a 
frosted field. Neither witness had the slightest doubt 
about what they saw. 

So there it is! Reports, I am sure, will still come in, 
especially as here, in the southwest we are it seems in a 
big cat hot spot and the jury is still out.

Museum showcases town s 


unexpected industrial past

LYME Regis Museum will be 
showcasing the town’s 
unexpected industrial past in a 
new exhibition at the 
Malthouse from February 
22nd to March 6th. 

Industrial Lyme — An 
Unexpected History will look at 
Lyme’s industrial heritage which 
focused around the Lim Valley, 
from its factories and seven water 
mills to town services such as gas, 
water, sewerage, electricity and the 
now-vanished railway. 


Once famous as a wool town, the 
amount of cloth exported from the 
Cobb once matched the large 
imports of wine. 

The town’s silk industry also has 
a fascinating history, with child 
labour its dark secret. 

Heavy industry also found an 
unlikely home in Lyme and iron 
stoves made in the town won prizes 
at the Great Exhibition of 1851 at 
Crystal Palace. Lyme cement was 
much sought-after by dock 
companies for underwater building 
and from Victorian times there was 


a large cement works and tile 
factory right on Monmouth Beach. 

Lyme also had an oil industry in 
the form of oil milled from linseed 
and there was even an unsuccessful 
attempt to find coal. 

The exhibition has been 
researched and mounted by Lyme 
Regis Museum volunteers Richard 
Bull, Ken Gollop and Graham 
Davies, and includes many historic 
photographs and extensive new 
research. 

Richard Bull will also be giving 
two special talks at the museum to 


accompany the exhibition. 

On Thursday, February 24th at 
2.30pm he will be talking about 
The Monmouth Beach Cement 
Works. 

On Saturday, February 26th at 
2.30pm he’ll tell the story of The 
Search for Coal under Lyme. 

The exhibition is open from 
10am to 4pm each day and 
ad mi ssion is free.

TH E world’s most energy efficient car carrier has 
docked at the Port of Tyne carrying 60 Nissan 
LEAFs in preparation for the March 1st UK sales 
launch. 

Thanks to its unusual design the City of St Petersburg 
uses its aerodynamic bow to reduce wind resistance by 50 
per cent reducing C02 emissions by 2,500 tons per year. 

Cars will be driven off the ship for distribution to 25 
Nissan EV dealerships around the UK. 

LEAFs will continue to be imported from Japan until 
2013 when production will begin at the Sunderland plant. 

The LEAF was awarded 2011 European Car of The Year, 
the first time an electric vehicle (EV) had ever been 
nominated in the awards 48 year history, beating 34 
combustion engine cars to the title. 

As an all electric car, the LEAF produces no tail-pipe 
pollution or greenhouse gas emissions when in use. It is 
powered by a lithium ion battery pack, rated at 80 
kilowatts — this powers the car to a top speed of over 
90mph and can reach 0-60 in less than 10 seconds. It will 
have a driving range of 109 miles on a full charge. 

The LEAF will cost £23,990 when it goes on sale in the 
UK — this includes a £5,000 government incentive. 

• Korean car maker Kia has extended its popular seven 
year switch programme, and upped the savings by £500 on 
selected models to £2,000. 

For customers with a seven-year-old car, with a 
maximum of 100,000 miles, they can now swap their old 
banger for either a new Picanto 1.0 1 from just £5,370 or a 
wider choice from the Rio range from just £6,540. 

For those with no car to trade-in the Rio range is 
available from just £7,995 for the Rio 1.4 1 or from £8,995 
for the highly-equipped Rio 1.4 Domino which comes with 
15" alloys, front fog lights, premium upholstery, leather 
steering wheel, air conditioning, six airbags and ESC. 

• Vauxhall has announced a new Astra model, which the 
company claims squarely targets similarly-priced five- 
door hatch rivals from Ford and VW by offering levels of 
standard equipment and trim not usually seen outside the 
options list. 

Starting at £18,110 for the 1.4-litre Turbo model, the ES 
Tech comes as standard with a sat-nav system (including 
CD player, MP3, USB, iPod control, seven speakers and 
aux-in socket), Bluetooth, a DAB radio, 17-inch alloy 
wheels and aircon. 

This complements the already generous level of standard 
equipment found in most Astra models, such as curtain 
airbags, ESP, daytime running lights, cruise control and 
steering wheel-mounted audio controls. 

This is, according to Vauxhall, bad news for the Astra's 
rivals. Compared with the £800 more expensive VW Golf 
1.4 TSI Match, the Astra ES Tech 1.4 Turbo gains sat-nav, 
in addition to offering an extra 18 horsepower. 

For diesel buyers, the Astra ES Tech is available with the 
125 horsepower 1.7 CDTi engine, and with sub-120g/km 
emissions this version is one of Vauxhall's growing range 
of ecoFLEX models. 

Commenting on the Astra ES Tech, Duncan Aldred, 
Vauxhall’s managing director, said: “We know that the 
competition is fierce in the compact class, so the Astra 
needs to deliver. 

“The new ES Tech models now raise the bar for value 
and equipment levels in the class and should make buyers 
think twice before putting their hard-earned cash down on 
a Ford or VW.”
